With his herole obaraeter he 
molded the path of dnty and left a 
name as imperishable as the repnblio 

which he. loved. 

In 1707, amidst the ancient for- 
ests of one of the Oarollna's, there 
iwas born a child of an Irish emi- 
grants one of the rarest souls in the 
annals of American history. His 
name was Andrew Jackson. At that 
lime America was nothing but a 
body of dependent colonists, 
scarcely two million in number, 
scattered along an immense coast- 
with no army, navy .or union. Eng- 
land wa.s attempting to control 
.\merica with the aid of military 
force. .lackson grew up in the raidsl 
of the conflict with Kngland, and the 
first great jjolitical truth thnt 
reached his heart was that all men 
are born free and <>nual; and from 
his mind's eye he could ^ea^ his 
CDimtr.v's independence. 

Valor was a natural trait with him, 
for at fourteen he shouldered his 
nmsket ami marched to the front. 
His father had passed away, the 
Revolution swept his two young 
brothers into eternity, and grief 
sent his mother to the grave. When 
peace came he was alone, with no 
kindred, no inheritance, but the 
qualities that nature had bestowed 
upon him. 

America was emsnoipated from 
English rule, aad the Federatk>n 
which she bad formed grave way to 
a constitution, the grand event in 
hi.story. ^V^hen ■ the republic was 
formed this youth, vritb a heroism 
that braved all dangers, filled with 
hope for the future, went forth to 
the valley of the Mississippi, to lay 
the foundation of society nnd to in- 
stitute a free State. Many hardy 
sons there were that followed the 
stiiue course. I'hi y had the spirit of 
freedom, if tilo \ hickcd the dnad- 
letter erudition. They had the liv- 
ing ideas of the nge and made their 
home in the wilderness. At this 
time European society was being 
rocked to pieces, and a scene was be- 
ing enacted in 'Tennessee, where the 
children o<f the wilds were to rear a 
structure of government for the 
peaceful abode of .American free- 
men. Foremost among the brave sous 
of Tennessee was Andrew .lackson — 
niodi^st, bold, determined ileinand- 
ing nothing for himself and shrink- 
ing from nothing that his heart ap- 
proved. 

In twenty-five days the people of 
Tennessc ■ erei ted .t faliric of gov- 
ernmeii-. x. ii .-h in its essential form 
wnH to last for all time. These men 
were confident of truth, lov'ed hu* 
manity,'had faith and reverence. In 
the simplicity of wisdom they con- 
struoted a government, aotiqg under 
laflueDoes of Which they were not 
conscious. They embodied their 
faith In Ood, end In the immortal 
nature of man. Tbey gave the right 
)f suffrage to every freeman. Tbey 
ledared for freedom of speech and 
of the press. They set forth that 
all might worship God according to 
conscience. Freedom bimI equality of 
elections was de,n«inded. riiey de- 
clared that eveiv legislator sliould 
take solemn oath never to do any- 
thing that.wouUl lessen ihe right* of 
the people. In this constitution the\ 
set forth sublime Irul.h.s, and the 
foremost among their laiv-givers was 
that genius-^Andreiw Jackson. Tbey 
sent htm to Washington as their 
Representative and later to the Sen- 
ale. He was titen scarcely more than 
thirty years of age. at had rtoen 
high in the counsels of the nation 
and beosme the friend and oom< 
IHiiiion of Jefferson. 

Jackson .had coafidsnoe in human- 
ity, as his votes sod opinionK 
Haowsd. This ehlld oi the woodland 
was always firm on the side ot lib- 
<'rty He never doubted the right of 
man to the free development of his 
powt r.s. He did not think the peo- 
ple needed a guardian over them. 
.\nd to make popular institutions 
endure he did not think it necessary 
lo have any authority outside of the 
populor will. He was attached to 
the doctrine of popular power and 
the policy tliat favored it 

Jackson was eleoted Major General 
of the militia of Tennessee; h.3 re 
signed his place In the Unlteid States 
{Senate to b^ome a Judge on the 
beach of the Supreme Court of his 
State, and later became President of 
the Uuit«d States. With gre.il 
noiural powers and the chara<'ter- 
istlcs of the backwoodsman, Jackson 
was never modest. He had a will of 
Iron and never shrank from any 
duty, whether it required physical or 
nioiuil courage. Clearly did he per- 
cei\,i the beautiful system of the 
republic. He saw organized life in 
'nil parts of th? body politic— the na- 
tion with its pow«r, the State with 
Its government and the town with 
it's rule. He knew that our Qovern-,

LAETARE MEDAL 



Thin Year Will Be Present, 
ed to Dr. Maurice 



The La^tare medal, the highest 
decoration of honor for a lay mem- 
ber of the Boman Catholic chnrch in 
the United States, will be presented 
this year to Dr. Maurice Francis 
Mgaa, the American Minister to 
Denmaric. The medal Is a decoration 
presented by the ecclesiastical auth- 
orities of Notre Dame ITnlversity, 
and is conferred upon a man or a 
woman 'who has achieved distinction 
in art, literature, science or philan- 
thropy. Dr. Egnn will receive the 
distinction for distinguislied services 
to Catholic literature and edtication. 

Dr. Egnn first entered tbe United 
Staites diplomatic service in lOOT, 
when h" vsas appo!nte«l Minister to 
1 )en nri rk. For twi'nty years jirior 
to ihr.t lime he had bt-cn engaged as 
professor of literature and ha 1 
|)ublish"d several imi>ortair. works 
on liter.ir.v criticism. He has also 
won fame a ; a novelist and poet. It 
was on account of the wholesome 
ind elevaliiur character of his 
works thnt he was selected by Notre 
Dame to be the recipient of the 

l-aet;.«^ mediil.

Week" and "The Week of the Holy 
l'nsKu>n." 'Ihe custom of keeping 
Holy \Ve»Jt descends to us from 
apoatoliti times. In the early davs 
many Cbristiana fasted thn - j^hout 
the entire week. Others kepi an ab- 
s<dute fast on Wednesday, Holv 
Thursday, Cood Friday and Holy 
Matarday. In these d.-iys very few 
unless in monastic orders observe 
siicli n strict fast. 

On \Ve<liieMlay, Holy Thursday and 
(lood Friday eTenlngs, in such 
churches and raonaateries as have a 
sufficient number of priests or 
clerics, the office of the Tenebrae is 
Kung. Tenebrae is the Hebrew word 
for doTkncss, and is used to sym- 
bolize the spiritual darkness that 
orerspread the world prior to the 
coming of Christ. At the opc'n!.ig of 
the aenrice thirteen candles are 
lighted on a triangular candelabrum, 
The triangle represents or svm- 
h«)lize8 the Holy Trinity; the can- 
dles, Christ and his twelve apostles. 
'I'he lessons of the first nocturn are 
tiiken from (lie liTn.-ntations of the 
]>rophet Jeremias. At the end of 
each psolm one of the candles is 
extinguiahetl until only one is left at 
the top of the triangle. During the 
finging of the "Benedictus " the can- 
dles 09 tha high altar are ex- 
tiugtihftcd. while daring the subse- 
c)iient nnilphtin the aingla candle 
rcuiaining lighted is removed behind 
ihe epistle conter of the altar, to be 
brought oat again at the end of i4ie 
office. 

According- to Pope Benedict MV., 
the candle is hidden to signify that 
death could not, really obtain domin- 
ion over Chrl't, though it nj)pe.Tred 
to do ao. The c'lapjiinp noise made 
at ihe end of the office Kymbolizes 
the confusion that followed Cbriat'a 
death.

I'l answer to Dr. James* suggestion 
that Justice Hnrlan was on the pay- 
roll of the university and, that his 
advocacy of the bill must therefore 
be dist:t~unted because of the poaai- 
bility of the reduction in his .salary 
in case Ihe bill was not i)nssed, 
Justice Harlan'.s son, Dr. 1{. U. Har- 
lan, defended his father against the 
attack, saying: 

"It is doifbtless not worth while 
before any committee of Congress to 
make the slighrtest reply to the 
cheaj) fling at my honored father 
which Preaident James has juat. per- 
mitted himaelf to make. Most of thi^ 
committee were well .nwore of the 
fact that for twenty years lie had 
been a teacher of cxmatitutional law 
at the George Washington Univer- 
sity. 

"That is a matter of common 
knowledge in the city. Bnt as ) c is

On that 
oeeasion Fatlier Hannin assigned me 
to the toast, "The Irish Soldier." In 
an old scrap bo()k I find the follovr- 
inp printed report of that speech: 

"If I should say the Irish raei- is 
tlie most belligerent race in the 
world you \vo>ild concede it witlioiit 
arpiiiiienf. lint when I say tliat tlie 
Irish nice is llie stronj^est raee in 
the uurlil ill hlood, strenptli niid ;ia- 
tlonal vilylity you may <'all for the 
evidenee. Let us see. The I'hoeni- 
cians. the Sj>iiniard«, tl»e French, the 
Danes and the Britons— oil invaded 
Ireland by war — and each in turn 
was absorbed and assimilated by the 
Irish. The ffreen isle Is still Ireland 
and tbe Iris-h heart and impulse are 
still trite to the traditions of the 
Irish race. 

"And here is another elia rncferislic 
of the Irish raee! No raeo ever 
crossed the .\tlaiitie or the Pncifie 
that has so rapidly and thoroiiphly 
nssiiniliated with ■lur free institu- 
tions. For inshii . :■. I'.i'rick Heniy, 
lialf Irish in iilcni :\\u\ Irish in 
spirit, the foremost orator of the 
(h'oade preceding the war of the 
Revidution, w'Bs the first to exclaim 
in piihlie, 'Give mo liberty or give 
me death.' 

"The Irish Cat holies in Maryland 
led by the Irish Bishop of Baltimore 
were ahead of the Piiritaiis of Now 
Knglnnd in the Itevolntionnry ino\e- 
menl. The Irish of .South Cardlina 
were bolder and more aggressive 
than the )>a1riots of Massachusetts 
Bay. And now, let me recall some of 
the great wars in which I was al- 
lowed to take an humble part. Xo 
bottle was ever fought wiithout 
heroic Irish blood reddened the field 
of oarnape. The last siieeessfiil fijflit 
of the war ^^■as led l>y that t)hio 
bom Irish soldier, Gen. Phil Sheri- 
dan, at Five Forks, Va. It is coii- 
eeded that Sheridan was tbe greatest 
i-^nalry lieiit-r.il of the war. and he 
divided the honor with Hancock and 
Booker as the most brilliant bAttla* 
field (ienenil. 

" I he soldier who led the most des- 
jjemte and lu)|»eless cavalry charge 
of the entire war was an Irishman - 
t ol. Keenan, of the Eighth Pennsyl- 
vania cavalry. At Chaneellorsville 
he led a ehait,'e of four liimdred 
ra\:iMwi''i :M.-;iin-it the :idv:iiiee of 
St. , , .l.i. K~i>n's i.-e. tlKui'iiitiil 

Con fi-ii' T.: 1 .'s. 'lliis eh:ir)^-e stunned 
and se.itlereij the .idvjnee and in the 
confusion 'StoneWalT .Taclison, next 
to Kotiert K. Lee, the R-rentest Gen- 
er.il of the Confederate ariiiv, was 
killed. 

"The famous Irish Brigade, iinuior- 
talized by the Irish poet-sold ler, Col. 
Ch-aries G. Halpine, did more des- 
perate fightinp- and lost more men 
than any other or if;ade of the Union 
nrniy Oen. Phil Keartvey. the hero 
of four wars, was an Irishonan. He 
was desperately w.iund.'d in the bnd- 
tle of 01ierel),i.-.'i>. Mi \ieo, wiieru he 
lost his left a nil. Ke.iriiey first 
served in the French army in 
Aly^ier-;. Afrien. lie foiiirlit on the 
French side in thc> fMuions l>;il,|le of 
.SnlfPrino, in the Crimean ep.nii)ai(,'n 
of IH.'O, ill which the allied Frencli 
and Sardinians, under N,>ii..le n II f 
si»rnally defe.iii .l i ' 
Owing to Kearney's spieu.iel . i.i.ra„c 
at Solferino Napoleon conferred 
iipcn him the Cross of the Legion of 
Ki ii/iP. the first American who ever 
ncriv.-.l that decoration for military 
service. Gen. Shields, another Iriwh 
soldier, a famous fighter, lost his 
left arm. shattered br a sheii In the 
fh-st battle of Winchester."

This 
wetting of the plauts often plays 
havoc with the letters, rendering the 
superscription illegible in many 
cases or even causing the envelopes 
to cjime to pieceis in* a few inHlances. 
it is also probable tJiat tite little 
plants are sent in news|>a{iers and 
other paeka^'es. The |iostal authori- 
ties are not very strict ut such times 
and do not luapeot the Irish mail 
too rigorously. When the "shamrock 
ship" comes in the postofflce people 
are too .busy to be unduly curious.
